AN IMPORTANT OPprinion.—The 
following opinion of the Supreme 
Court, rendered at the late session of 
that court, will be found of much ine 
terest to a large number of our read- 
ersin the Western portion of the 
State : 

Chester and Lenoir Narrow Gauge 
Railroad Company vs. 
sioners of Caldwell County. 

Our opinion as to the meaning of 
section 7, of article 7, of the State 
Constitution, relieves us from the 
necessity of considering any of the 
other questions which were ably and 
learnedly discussed by counsel. That 
section is in these words: 


See. 7. No county, city, town. or: 


other municipal corporation, shall 
contract any debt, pledge its faith, or 
loan its credit, nor shall any tax be 
levied or collected, by any officers of 
the same, exceptfor the necessary 
expenses thereof, unidess by a vote of 
a majority of the qgualificd voters 
therein. 

It is contended for the plaintiffs 
that these words ean & majority of 
the qualified voters therein, who ae- 
tually vote at the election upon the 
question. 

We do not conenr in this construe- 
tion. 

Ist. It is not [the natural meaning 
of the words used, but requires aii 
addition of words to qualify and limit 
the generality of the expression, If 
the words used are so ambiguous as 
to be unintelligible without some ad- 
dition, (as were the words prescribing 
the tenure of a judge appointed to fill 
a vacancy,commented on by the Chief 
Justice, in the case of Cloud vs, Wil- 
son ante,) such addition must be made 
as may be found proper on a conside- 
ration of the coutext, and of all other 
circumstances bearing on it. Lut to 
add limiting or qualifying words, is 
not in general permissible, or except 
for very strong reasons, when the 
words used contain an intelligible 
description of the object. The word 
“therein” is impcrtant. [t means 
‘Sin the county,’ and the phrase mnay 
then be read as ‘fa majority of the 
qualified voters of the county.” 

2. To this construction it is objected 
that the number of qualified voters 
cannot be certainly ascertained ex- 
cept by a census, or registration, im- 
mediately preceding an election. The 
Constitution (Art. VI, s. 2,) directs 
the General Asseinbly to provide for 
a registration of voters from time to 
time ; and it has accordingly provided 
for a registration just before each 
general election. It must have been 
such a registration that was in the 
view of the framers of the section 
under discussion, as the means of de- 
termining the number of qualified 
voters in aeounty. It would not be 
precisely accurate for any period after 
the election in view of which if was 
taken, but it would be suffigiently 
so, for practical purposes. 

8. The question to be determined 
in this ease differs in several material 
respects from that in dteiger vs. Com- 
missioners of Beaufort, 70 N. Sty. 
The cet which gave the defendants 
in that case power to contract the 
debt on the result efan eleetion, evis 
dently assumed that but for such nct 
they bad not the power. It was 
intended to be an enabling act. The 
clause in the Constitution which we 
are now cousidering, assumes that 
municipalities might contracl, if ict 
prohibited. It isadisabling set, and 
must be reasonably (f do mot say 
liberally) construed to suppress the 
grievance. What was the grievance” 
Many counties and towns, as is weil 
known, had contracted debts, the 
interest of which, under the changed 
circumstances, could only be met 
by oppressiye taxation, and in con- 
sequence of that, the value of im- 
movable property in such places was 
reduced. Under the construction 
contended for by the pilaintifis the 
section in question would bean ine 
adequate remedy. [ni aller most in- 
stances of county debts by subserip- 
tions to railroad stocks, they had 
been submitted to the people of the 
county, and approved by a majority 
of those voting. Experience demon- 
strated that an active few inicrested 
in procuring the subseription could 
nearly always succeed In petting a 
majority of the actual voters. ‘Phe 
Constitution ineant to put new re- 
to in 
crease the difficvity of their coitract- 
ing debt, and to give to the tax pay- 
ers additional protection tot only 
againstthe extravagance or fraud of 
their municipal representatives, but 
also against the acts of corporations, 
and the imprudent generosity of a 
minority of the voters. It meant to 
prohibit the contracting of a debt 
without the aflirmative consent of a 
majority of the people of the county 
who were qualified to vote. 

The case of Reiger differs from the 
present, in a particular even more 
material, In that case the Commis- 
sioners declared that the requisites 
of the law had been complied with, 
and issued the town bonds, which 
went into the hands of innoceut 
purchasers. In the present case the 
Commissioners have declared that 
the proposed subscription received a 
majority of the votes cast at the elec- 
tions but they have not declared 
that the requisites of the Constitution 
have been complied with, and they 
have not issued the bonds. No inno- 
cent holder is in the case. : 

The decision in Reiger’s case is 
supported by the case of Webb vs. 
Herne Bay Commissioners, 
Reports 5, 2, 1B, 642, and by numer- 
ous other cases cited in Bigelow on 
Estoppel 461 to 468. These cases il- 
lustrate the just distinction between 
cases in which a corporation is re- 
quired to issue bonds ultra vires, and 
where it has issued the bonds which 
have come into the hands ofan in- 
nocent purchaser. 
of cases, the corporation is estopped 
to deny the regularity of the issue, 
(Rogers vs. Burlington, Wallace 


-) 

4, The act of 1568-’9, chapter 3, en- 
acts that in all special elections, per- 
sons theretofore registered as voters, 
should be allowed to vote, and the 
Judges holding an_ election are 
required to register all qualified per- 
sons on application. The act of 1869- 
70, chapter 91, amends the above by 
adding to it a proviso, that in all spe- 
cial elections ordered by any county, 
the Judges shall register the names 
of all persons who vote, and ‘a ma- 
jority of all the votes east, so regis- 
tered, shail prevail for the purposes 
of such election.” 

‘he counsel for the plaintiff con- 
strue this act as requiring a new reg- 
istration of every voter before the

snecial election, and as disqualifying 
any person from voting .at that 
election who is not special- 
ly registered, Whether this was the 
intention,seems doubttfal, but we will 
assume that it was. We think that 
the aet is unconstitutional. The Ase 
sembly has power, and is required to 
provide from time to time, for the 
registration of voters, and no person 
can vote who hasnot been registered, 
No doubt the Assembly might require 
every qualified voter, even if he had 
been previously registered, to register 
over again in view of every election. 
Perhaps also, it might lawfully re- 
quire all voters to register over again, 
in view to every special election, and 
might declare that only those so reg- 
istered should vote at that election. 
The vice of the act does not consist 
in this, butin declaring that a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, shall prevail 


thereby ignoring all those qualified | 
voters who did not register in view 


of the special election, but who nevere- 
theless arein the meaning of the 
Constitution apart of the qualified 
voters of the county, majority of 
whom must vote in favor of a debt, 
before it can be contracted. The 
Constitution defines who are the 
qualified voters of a county, (article 
VI., section 1,) and the Legislature 
cannot change the qualifications. 
Although no person can vote without 
registration, yet if he comes within 
the description contained in the sec- 
tion just cited, he is a qualified voter 
of the county, within the meaning 
of section 7, article VII, although he 
has never registered. Within the 
meaning of that section a qualilied 
voter is one who is entitled to be 
registered as a voter, and who is qual- 
ified to vote upon registration. — 

It is true that the only practicable 
way of ascertaining the number of 
the qualified voters of a county at 
any given time, is by a reference to 
the book of registration of the general 
election next preceding; so that 
practically the number of qualified 
voters and of voters so registered is 
the same. But in the idea of the 
Constitution the terms qualified voter 
and registered voter are not exactly 
co-extensive. ‘The former is the mest 
extensive. Seetion 1 of article VI, 
defines who are qualified voters. 
Section 2 disables from voting such 
qualified voters as fail to register. 
Non-registration is therefore not a 
disqualification, buta disability. Just 
us aman may bea qualified voter in 
every respect, though disabled from 
voting by reason of sickness which 
prevents his getting to the polls. 

The act is plainly an attempt to 
evade the restriction which the Con- 
stitution has put on the power of 
counties to contract debts. It would 
permit a county debt tobecontracted, 
without the consent of a majorily of 
the qualified voters thereir. 

In our opinion the Judge below 
erred in ordering the mandamus.
